was to consider ch^ges presented by a dlssendent group within the iJHBK 
that General Zako is esqploiting this organization for his own ne#-Fac 8 ist 
political ends and that Zako no longer represented the views of the 
majority of the IJiBK meidsere. The leader of the Zako opposition is 
General Aoszorus who is closely supported by Ferenc Tasnadi-Kovacs. 
Contrary to a n«iws article which appeared in the newspaper Hupgaria . no 
decision was reached regarding the charges brought against the iffiK leader- 
ship, and the matter was referred to a committee for further study.
